A LIVELY ENCOUNTER. 

JOHN GOURLAY, THE ACTOR, AND D. DAL- 
ZII. THE EDITOR, EXCHANGE BLOWS. 
There was asensational encounter yester- 

day afternoon between two persons well known 
in the theatrical world, and, strange to say, it 
took place among the most dramatic surround- 
ings, for the scene of the Gerie duel was no 
other than the stageof the principal down- 
town theatre—the Chicago Opera- House.

And back he started behind the scenes, 
the journey proving to him in its consequences 
a transition from the frying-pan of anger to 
the flames of real controversy. 

“Are you Mr. D. D. Daiziel?” he inguired, 
going up to Mr. Henderson’s companion 
and addressing @ well-dressed, peaceabielook- 
ing man, whose diamonds were the only indi- 
cation that he had ever been counected in the 
remotest way with the theatrical profession. 
In truth, although he had at one time been a 
manager, it was now bis misfortune to be an 
editor—the editor of the News-Letter, in fact, 
the local organ of actors and of theatres.

JAMES RUSSELL LOWELI’S IDEAS OF THE

That 
enables us to see with the keenest eyes, hear 
with the finest ears, and listen to the sweetest 
voices of all time? . We are apt to wonder

THE VILLANOUS WATER WH DRINK. 

Dr. John Hamilton, Supervising Surgeon- 
General of the Marine Hospital Service, ex- 
bibited today a pint bottle haif-filled with a 
fluid whieh in color and consistency resembied 
the coffee of the average Washington board- 
ing-house. This, be explained, was @ sample 
of the water supplied to the Marine Hospital 
at Chicago, and drawn from the Lake View 
water-works. As to quality it was unques- 
tionably meat and drink too, but Dr. Ham- 
Uton said there were also serious di- 
culties as to quantity,

plained the absence of half the contents of 
the bottle by statmg that this of the 
fluid was being subjected to chemical analysis 
to ascertain just how much of it was sewage 
pure and simple. The drinking of this bever- 
age, he added, bad already produced an out- 
break of typboid-fever among the patients of 
the hospital, who averaged about eighty a day. 
The remedies suggested were: 

First—The sinking of an artesian well. 
distillation of the waters of the

The latter plan would probably be adopted 
as a temporary expedient, and instructions bad 
been issued to the surgeon in charge to filter 
— water used until further steps could be 
taken. 

“This question,” continued Dr. Hamilton, 
“brings up the whole subject of the Chicago 
sewerage system. It is utterly impossible to be- 
lieve that the present system of discharging 
the sewage of a city of 700,000 souls (soon to 
be a million) along the lake shore, and through 
the Chicago River and other conduits, can 

much longer be continued. And the pumping 
system at B into the canal seems 
to bave given oniv partial relief.” Dr. Ham- 
ton an earnest opinion that 
for a city geographically situated as Chicago 
is the Berlin method was the best. It consists 
of the establishment of a pumping station in 
each district in which all the sewage of that 
district is received and pumped thence to irri- 
gation fields some twelve or fifteen miles dis 
tant. Dr. Wyman last August personally in- 
spected these irrigation fields, four in num- 
ber and over 14,000 acres in extent, into which 
the sewage of Berlin ig emptied, and found 
them to be absolutely inoffensive.

A WARNING TO THE ORANGEMEN. 

Dustin, Dec. 22.—A meeting of the Irish 
National League was held in Dublin today. Mr. 
T. D. Sullivan, member of Parliament, made 
an address, in which, referring to the opposi- 
tion ot the Orangemen and other loyalists, he 
characterized those who were clamoring against 
home rule as bigoted fanatics. The land ques- 
tions he said, which had long been the subject 
of bitter controversies between the people and 
the landlords, must now be brougut to a final 
settlement. It would be impossibie, however, 
to guarantee the property of the landlords 
against the demands of Irishmen in America 
and Australia. He warned the Ulster brag- 
garts that if they should resist the Home- 
Rule measure after its passage by the Imperial 
Parliament their resistance would constitute an 
act of treason, and that it would be useless for 
them to endeavor to assert themselves by fight- 
ing the Queen's troops.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec, 22.—There-was no 

rest for Nanticoke last night. It is impossible 

to describe in words the agony which spread 
throughout the village when it was learned 
after miduicht that all efforts to get the en- 
tombed miners out alive were abandoned. The 
town never saw such a sight as that witnessed 
from 2 to 4 o’clock this morning. No one 
thought of rest. Relatives of the unfortunate 
victims particularly were in distress, Several 
were seized with conyulsions. Fannie Sarver, 
sister of the ‘two Sarver brothers, was pros- 
trated with violent fits and at 5 a. m. it was 
feared she would die. Mrs. Kiveler, the aged 
mother of the three Kiveler brothers, was at 
death’s door from weakness and shock, and 
many other relatives and friends of victims 
were completely prostrated. A second cave-in 
took place during the night which was of large 
proportions, and the real extent ot the damage 
can hardiy be estimated, but it is great. 
This fall brought with it yolumes of biack- 
damp end sulphurous gases, which filled the 
mine and put a peremptory stop to all work.

Canton, O., Deo. 22.—(S8pecial.|—There has 
been great politicai excitement over the ap- 
pointment.of William Archinal as Postmaster. 
Archinal isa “hid.” and the defeated Mo- 
Gregor a Mossback” editor. The excitement 
oulminated by hanging Senator Payne in effigy 
in the public square last aight. The hotels, 
restaurants, saloons, and other public places 
resounded last night with angry dis 
cussions over the result of the contest. 
The hanging of Senator Payne in effigy 
from the window of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club rooms only added fuel to the flame 
of party strife.

TOWNSHIP WARRANT FRAUDS. 


SUITS ENTERED AGAINST THE BONDSMEN 
OF THE INDIANA TRUSTEES—POLLARD TO 
BE BROUGHT TO TRIAL. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 22.-—-[{Special.]—In 
the United States Court today Walter Stanton, 
a New York broker, began suit against the 
bondsmen of eight Indiana township trustees 
who engaged with vollard in issumg township 
school warrants for fictitious purchases. The 
complainant holds $50,000 of these fraudulent 
warrants, issved by the following trustees in 
the amounts named: Charies H. Brown, Wasb- 
mgton Township, Daviess County, $11,000; 
Henry Thorpe, Morgan Township. Harrison 
County, 85.000: Arista Glover, Mill Oreek 
Township, Fountain County, $7,000; Robert N. 
Martin, River Township, Jackson County, 
$7,000; J. Grimesly, Street Township, Daviess 
County, 22 Walter B. Rodman, Monroe 
Towusbip. Washington County, $7,000; John 
Clark. Barr Township, Daviess County, $10,000; 
John B. Clawson, Warren Township, Warren 
County, $6,000. 

These warrants were sold originally to the 
Providence Hospital & Trust Company, Provi- 
dence, R. I., the Merchants’ National Bank of 
Providence, and the Nianatick Nationa! Bank, 
by whom they were transferred to compiain- 
ant. All these trustees are now in Canada 
or elsewhere in hiding, and it has been sup-

Getting the Chilian Mission for One {of 
His Instruments—Alleged 
‘Object. 


Enormous Olaims Which Are Declared of 
the Flimsiest Oharacter—Their 
History. 


The New York World of Dec. 21 publisbes a 
four-columna Washington dispatch, the object 
of which is to show that Mayor Grace of New 
York City is seeking to use the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration to help his alleged schemes for 
making money in Chill. It is charged that 
Grace and bis South American firm are trying 
to get $1,000,000 from the Treasury of the 
Chilian Republic through eertain claims 
which have hitherto been considered unworthy 
of serieus consideration. The chief agent in 
this expected work is declared to be William R. 
Roberts, the ex-Fenian leader, who was ap- 
pointed Minister to Chili soon after Cleveland's 
inauguration. At that time. Roberts was a 
clerk in the tax department in New York City 
at asalary of $2,500 per annum. The Chilian 
appointment is worth $10,000 a year, and it is 
deciared that Grace was largely instrumental 
in securing it for Roberts. 


The Woria’s charges summarized are that 


the firms of Grace Bros. & Co. and 
W. R. Grace & Co. have attempted 
to enforce their claims unsuccessfully hereto- 
fore, United Stiftes Minister Logan and the 
Department of State refusing, after examina- 
tion, to press them, and that after the return 
of Mr. Logan to this country he addressed a 
letter to Secretary of State Bayard which 
showed up the matter in a very unfavorable 
light for Mr. Grace, 
EX-MINISTER LOGAN’S DOCUMENT. . 

The letter, it is claimed, is on file in the De- 
partment of State at Wasbington, and the 
World gives what purports to be a copy of it. 
It bears date Sept. 1, 1885, and first reters to 


the alleged unfriendly attitude of Chili to- 
wards the United States. This impression is 


deciared to be totally unfounded. If there is 


any coldness towards our Government the rea- 
son ig traced out in the alleged domgs of the 
house of W. R. Grace & Co., which has several 
South American branches. The document 
states that preceding the war between Peru 
and Chili which resulted so disastrousiy to the 
former a scheme was formed by grasping cap. 
talists for working the nitrate deposits 
in the Province of Tarapaca, which 
province was subsequently lost to Peru. 
For this purpose a Peruvian saltpetre corpora- 
tien was established, in which the bouse of 
Grace Bros. & Co. claimed to have been the 
owuer of 419 shares of stock, representing 
£129,080 sterling. Before the company reaped 
ite expected gains the war came on and Chili 
wrested the province from Peru. The Grace 
firm madeaciaim before the United States 
Consul at Callao April 15, 1884, against the 
Chilian Government for the repayment of this 
sum with interest, together with hypothetica! 
profits... April 21, 1884, another claim.was flied 
by the firm setting lorth March 6, 1879, it made 
a contract with the nitrate company for the 
consignment and sale of nitrate of soda in for- 
eign markets., all of which was deciared to have 
been under the Peruvian Government. The 
contract was to last fifteen months and to ex- 
pire in June, 1880. 1t was in October, 1879, that 
Chili took possession of Tarapaca. On this 
sods contract the Grace firm footed up 
a hypothetical loss of £77,261 sterling, 
on which iaterest was also asked. These two 
claims amounted to over $1,000,000. There 
were also three other ones of minor character, 
which are said to grow out of the friendship of 
the Graces for Peru. They grew out of the 
overhauling of vessels and goods supposed to 
be contraband. Their total fpoted up less 
than $40,000 without the interest claimed. 
SOME PLAIN TALK, 

Regarding the two big claims ex-Minister 
Logan says that the principle involved in them 
has been settled against the claimants by the 
various claims tribunals to which the United 
States has been a party within the last dozen 
years. Nor were they presented till neariy 
five years after the occurrence of the acts 
complained of, while nearly the same length 
of time elapsed before the presentation of the 
minor ones. The whole five were sent pro 
forma to the United States Chilian Legation in 
August, 1884, but Secretary Frelinghuysen did 
not even instruct Minister Logan to present 
them to the Chilian Government. The Minie- 
ter himself, after a careful examination of all 
the documents and an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances, determined that they not oniy 
lacked merit, but that they were purely specu- 
lative and extortionate in character. 

THAT OBNOXIOUS RECORD. 

Having thus set forth the history of the 
claims Mr. Logan goes on to deciare that in 1882, 
when the war was practically over, and when 
the Graces had established a branch at Valpa- 
raiso, Chili, they were anxious to wipe out the 
obnoxious record they had made against the 
Chilians. To this end they sought his aid to 
assure the Chilian Government of their friend- 
ship. ‘hey also within three years have been 
applicants for contracts under that Govern- 
ment. To show their friendliness a claim for 
an assessment levied on some of their proper- 
ty in Peru during the war was withdrawn, and 
in doing this the statement was made that they 
bad been well treated by the Chilian autbori- 
ties in Peru. Mr. Logan also says that at the 
request of J. W. Grace, the firm’s Valparaiso 
representative, May 1, 1883, he addressed a 
personal note to the Chilian Minister of For- 
eign Relations on the subject. A copy of this 
note is given. It is explained therein that the 
reason it is not made an official communica- 
tion is to enable the members of the firm of 
Grace Bros. to speak for themselves concern- 
ing their present feelings toward Chili.” 


TWO PROPOSITIONS. 
Dismissing this phase of the subject Mr. Lo- 


says: 

A consideration of the claims themselves, 
together with the foregomg note and subse- 
quent personal statements of Mr. Grace to me, 
demonstrates most conclusively two proposi- 
tions: Firstly, that upon the facts alleged there 
is no legal nor equitable right to make a claim 
against the Chilian Government: and, second- 
ly, that the firm rever entertained the idea 
of making a claim against that Government, 
other than the one withdrawa in the above 
cited note, until the protest of the European 
Powers, presently to be mentioned, reached 
Peru, in the early part of 1884, when it was sup- 

that those Powers would unite against 
Chili to coerce her from the legitimate fruits 
of war. Speculation ran wild at that time, and 
many preposterous claims were attempted to 
be made by a ring of foreign c.ai ms-maker 
organized in Peru for the purpose of manu- 
facturing ciaims and evidence to support them. 
I may here say that the Chilian Government, in 
spite of the representations made by the Grace 
firm, and my own friendly efforts in its be- 
half, refused to efface the remembrance of 
the injury done and declined to treat with it 
upon any business basis up to the period of 
my departure.“ 

The protest of the European Powers Feb. 15, 
1884, against articies in the treaty of peace be- 
tween Chili and Peru was regardmg the posi- 
tion taken by those Governments upon the 
question of the rights of the citizens of the 
first-named and the subjects of the others. 
This protest is declared to have been a paper 
explosive to satisfy the clamor of bondbolders 
and speculators in the Peruvian foreign debt. 
But as soon as the protest became known in 
Lima, Mr. Logan deciares, the manager of tae 
Grace house in Peru hastened to make claims 
against Chili for more than $1,000, This, 
he says, was just a year after the resenta- 
tive of the firm in Valparaiso (its former head 
m Peru) had requested the United States Min- 
ister in Chili to withdraw another claim, to ex- 
press the firm's friendliness, etc. In Septem- 
ber, 1884, when the Grace firm wanted to bid 
for the Chilian guano contract, it requested 
Minister Logan not to present its claime until 
he beard from the firm. 

NATURAL RESENTMENT. 

Coming down to his successor, Mr. Logan 
says about May 1. 1885, it became an accepted 
opinion in Chilian circies that the new Minister 
had been avpointed upon the sole solicitation 
of the head of the house of W. R. Grace & Co. 
ia New York: that the appointee was a friend 
and political dependent ot the house; that his 
mission was purely to extort the payment of 
the Grace claims”; and that in this work he 
was to receive the support of the American 
Government to the extent of coercion if neces- 
sary. The sourcesof this information were 
translations from American newspapers and 
presumably details sent by the representatives 
of Chili in the Uuited States.

THE LOST ORPHAN BOY. 


AN ACCOUNT OF THE SEARCH FOR THE 
MISSING SCHOONER — OTHER MARINE 
NEWS. 

Sr. IdR Ac, Mioh., Dec. 22.—[Special.j]—Capt. 
Frame of the tug Saugatuck furulthed your 
reporter the following account of bis trip in 
search of the schooner Orphan Boy: 


We started from Mackinac Island accompanied 
by Capt. Coates of Mackinac the morumg of the 
16th for the islands.

Two fishermen 
from the head of the Beavers stated that a vessel 
passed the 4th, headed west by south, passing 
northwest of the Foxes. They described her as the 
Orphan Boy. She left St. Helena the (th at 10 a. 
m., passing: the head of the Beavers at 4 
o’clock. Capt. Coates and myself believe this 
was the last ever seen of her. 
Monday we made another search, but on account 
of the heavy south wind were obliged to go before 
it, and decided to run to St. Ignace and recruit. 
We are now waiting for a clew as to the where- 
abouts of the schooner and men, when we will 


make every endeavor possible to find her or them. 
The assistant lightkeeper on the Foxes, at North- 
port, stated he was at the spot where a man 
claimed to have found a body ten minutes after- 
wards, but no body was seen. We think it was a 
block of sanded ice. 

The tug Owen left Escanaby today to search 
from Death's Door to Manistique, reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
steamer Oceanica of the Lehigh Valley Trans- 
portation Company, which bas been partially 
laid up at Port Huron, arrived here this after- 
noon. The Captain says there is no ice in Lake 
St. Clair. The Captain is awaiting orders from 
Manager W. P. Henry of Buffalo whether to 
lay up here or to try to get to Buffalo.

SENATOR EDMUNDS’ NEW POLYG- 
AMY BILL. | : 

If Senator Edmunds had not made any 
other record in his Congressional career his 
persistent fight against the Mormons would 
have entitled him to public honor. His orig- 
inal bill, which has become a law, not satis- 
fying him in its operation against polygamy, 
he has now prepared a fresh one, which 
covers some of the weak points in the exist- 
ing law, and which will be likely to make 
his name a stench in the Mormon nostrils, as 
it goes down to the roots of polygamy. Un- 
der its provisions, in any prosecution for 
bigamy, polygamy, or unlawful cohabitation, 
the husbands or wives of the accused are made 
competent witnesses, and, more than this, 
are compelled to testify. Every marriage 
ceremony in the Territory must be accom- 
panied by a certificate, as among decent peo- 
ple, to make it valid, and the record of 
marriages must be open at all times fo the 
inspection of United States officials: It 
annuls the law of Utah which now provides 
that actions for adultery can only be com- 
menced on complaint of the husband or wife. 
It also provides penalties for adultery or 
fornication. It annuls the powers which 
have been granted to Probate Courts 
to have jurisdiction over matters that 
do not belong to such courts and disinherits 
all illegitimate children. These are hard 
blows at polygamy, for the new bill does 
away entirely with the secret marriage busi- 
ness, which the Mormons have practiced so 


long and by means of which they have been | 


enabled to evade prosecutions or to thwart 
them by making it impossible for the prose- 
cutors to prove their allegations. If this bill 
becomes a law, as it should, all marriages 
in Utah will be as public as they are in Lili- 
nois and the records of such marriages will as 


easily beattainable. It will also close up other 


loopholes by which Mormons have heretofore 
escaped when prosecutions have been brought 
against them. In a word, they will be in the 
grasp of the law, which is ample in its pro- 
visions for the obtaining of testimony. 

Another stalwart blow at polygamy and 
the power of the Mormen Church is the pro- 
vision which annuls the present registration 
system adopted by the church, by which it 
has packed the polls with Mormon voters to 
the exclusion of the Gentiles, and entirely 
disfranchises female voters. The most rabid 
advocates of woman suffmage will hardly 
object to this provision, The Mormon Legis- 
lature enfranchised women for no other pur- 
pose than to bolster up the power of the 
church and to protect polygamy. It gave the 
Mormons in the Territory all the way from 
two to twenty times the voting power of the 
Gentiles, in proportion to the size of their 
harems, and as the Mormon women are in 
every way subject to their husbands they 
voted as they were bidden and always in the 
interests of polygamy, whatever may have 
been their feelings in regard to it. 

The most important provision. however, is 
that which concerns the existence of the Mor- 
mon Church a8 a corporation under the 
authority of the Legislature of what was 
originally known as the State of Deseret. It 
provides as follows: 

That all acts of the Utah Legislature recog- 
nizmg the corporation known as the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints and the or- 
dinances of the so-calied General Assembly of 
the State of Deseret incorporating this body 
are annulled so far as they may preclude the ap- 
pointment by the President of fourteen trustees 
of the corporation, who shal! have all the pow- 
ers provided for in the law the said 
corporation; that the legislative assembly ot 
the Territory shail not have power to change 
the laws respecting this corporation without the 
approval of Congress; that it shall be the duty 
of the Attorney-General of the United States 


to institute and prosecute proceedings.to for- 
feit to the United Sthtes the property of cor- 


In addition to these sweeping provisions 
the bill also enacts that the powers of Justices

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ScHOOL BOARD EXTRAVAGANCE. 
Mr. Adolph Kraus, the Democratic poli- 


tician who is President of the Chicago Board 


of Education by the grace of Mayor Harrison, 
has had himself interviewed for an evening 
paper in reply to the criticisms made in the 


gant administration of the schools of the city 
since he became a member of the School 
Board. Instead of replying to the criticisms, 
as he pretends to do, he indulges in abuse of 
Tue Trrevne, and, probably taking himself 
as a. measure of others, attributes spiteful 
and vindictive motives to the course it has 
pursued with regard to the wastage of taxes 
by his board. He does not meet a solitary 
charge made against the School Board. In the 
main the charges were: (1) That the School 
Board spent about $20,000 uselesly on every 
new building put up. (2) That lots for sites 
were purchased in speculative localities and 
at speculative prices, while much cheaper 
and. equally convenient sites could be 
purchased in the vicinity at much 
lower prices. (3) That by order of 
the board from $5,000 to $7,000 was added 
to the cost of each school building to provide 
for a public amusement hall conttary to the 
letter and spirit of the School law of the 
State and to the foundation principles of the 
American public school system, (4) That 
about $200,000 had been expended in the 
erection of high-school buildings—it was 
proposed to spend $200,000 more—while 
12,085 puplls had to be denied proper accom- 
modation in primary schools for lack of 
room. (5) That but for the restraints im- 
posed on the board by the legal rights of the 
Common Council in the purchase of school 
sites it would have wasted more of the 
people’s money; and, further, that the board 
had voted money for high-school buildings 
contrary to the pledge made by the President 
and members when the appropriation bill 
was before the Council, (6) That this 
School Board had in six years increased the 
expenditures from $740,000 per annum to 
$2,200,000—being three dollars for one! 
This waa certainly a rather severe indict- 
ment against Mr. Kraus’ Board of Educa- 
tion. He has not replied to one of the counts. 
His answer is not germane to the points at 
issue at all; it is undignified, as might 


de expected, splenetic, and ridiculous. 
He admits that the board purchased a $28,000 


lot for a high school, and that the board’s 
salaried architect drew plans for a $160,000 
high school to be erected thereon, but takes 
refuge in the statement that the lot is now 
worth more than the money. Yet he voted 
against the purchase when it was made on 
the ground that the price was too high. He 
does not deny thatas good buildings were 
erected in 1879 for $88,000 as are now erected 
for $55,000, but falls back on the undoubted 
fact that there are some old school buildings 
in the city that need repair and improve- 
ment, Tur TrRIsvune compared the build- 
ings now being erected with those erected in 
1878 and 1879, such as the Throop 
and the West Division High School. 
Mr. Kraus pettifogs and compares the 
new buildings with those erected twen- 
ty years ago. Mr. Kraus’ heart 
bleeds for the 400 high-school pupils who are 
taught for four and a half hours each day in 
a frame building. He has no thought for the 
thousands of little ones between 8 and 10 
years of age whose lives are passing away 
without an education because Mr. Kraus 
and his associates spend the money appropri- 
ated for erecting school buildings for their 
accommodation in building amusement halls 
and costly high schools and in ginger-bread 
ernamentation. 

When Mr. Kraus has any defense to make 
of the record of the present board he should 
meet the charges specifically made and fully 
substantiated and proved by the reports issued 
by himself and his associates. Heshould not 
attribute to others the feelings which animate 
him nor display his little and recently- acquired 
literary knowledge in a fit of bad temper. Let 
him explain why. the cost of buildings has 
increased 75 per cent in five years, why over 
12,000 children are denied the proper school 
accommodation guaranteed them by the law 
while over $200,000 has been spent in high 
schools and it is proposed to spend $200,000 
more on another. Let him also explain how 
it is that the school expenses this year are 
treble what they were in 1879, though the 
attendance of the schools has increased but 
50 per cent, instead of 300 per cent as the 
expenses have swollen. 


THE PRESIDENTS AFTERTHOUGHT. 

It is reported that after the President sent 
in his message to Congress he was consider- 
ably startled to find that he had to follow it 
up with a report of 1,300 removals which he 
had made for no cause except a partisan one 
during the recess.

FREIGHT DISCRIMINATION AGAINST 
| CHICAGO. 

It should take but a very few days now to 
convince the rogds and the business public 
whether the trunk lines east of Buffalo and 
Pittsburg are to be able to prevent discrim- 
inations against Chicago in east-bound freight 


rates. According to the recent ironclad agree- 


ment between the trunk lines they covenant to 
refuse freight from Western connections that 
do not adhere strictly to schedale rates, and 
such action, if vigorously carried out, will 
effectually puta stop to the vicious system 
of rebates and continual tinkering with the 
tariff by roads south of Chicago, whose whole 
object seems to be to divert freight from its 
legitimate channel. 

As the matter now stands, the freight sit- 
uation that a year ago became a cause for 
serious alarm is not bettered to any consid- 
erable extent. The roads south of Chicago 
are again at their nefarions practices, their 
action being in violation of the trunk-line 
agreement, while Chicago roads are adher- 
ing to the agreement, the result being, of 
course, discrimination against this point. 

The advance in rates Nov. 23 had some 
effect, but the real cause of the decrease of 
Eastern freight from here is the tavoritism 
shown to shipping points south and south- 
west of Chicago. “Sy,

PAWNBROKER ANDREWS PUNISH- 
MENT. 

The refusal of the courts to grant the 
Pawnbroker Andrews (a professional receiver 
of stolen goods) a new trial will be received 
with satisfaction by all honest men in the 
community. It will be remembered that 
Andre Andrews, the State street pawnbroker, 
last spring met one William Murray, an ex- 
convict, just out of the penitentiary. Mur- 
ray was without money or employment and 
was not only anxious to obtain some kind of 
work for himself but to help his sister pay 
her rent. In the midst of these embarrass- 
ments he met Andrews, who offered him 
profitable work, Andrews having previously 
known him and being gware also of his 
crooked record. The work for which he 
wanted him was also of a crooked sort, and 
Murray was soon at it, being promised pro- 
tection. His first job was to steal a quantity 
of watch chains and lockets from a jeweler’s 
shop, for which Andrews paid him, the lat- 
ter meanwhile turning the goods over to a 
third party. Murray’s operations, however, 
were very brief, as he was soon in the hands 
of the police for theft. As he was liable 
to severe punishment under the Habitual 
Criminals act, he determined that Andrews 
should suffer also, and gave away” 
his part in the transactions, Andrews 
was at once arrested, and, in spite of his 
efforts to escape by bribery of officials and 
by attempts to silence Murray, the latter told 
the whole story, and mainly upon his testi- 
mony Fagin Andrews was convicted and 
sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. A new trial having been 
refused and the verdict of the jury affirmed, 
Andrews will go to Joliet pending an at- 
tempt of his counsel to get a supersedeas 
from the Sapreme Court, 

While it would be unjust to pronounce all 
pawnbrokers dishonest and their shops

A representative workmgman now admits 
the substantial truth of these accusations. 
He is interested in cutting them off from the 
labor unions. The taxpaying public are in- 
terested in cutting them off from the public 
relief supplies. The degraded fellows may 
even be saved from themselves if the officers 
of the union and the County Agent and his 
assistants fulfill their respective obligations 
even without being heroic about it. The 
reformers in the County Board may lend 
their assistance. 


We have before us the election appeals of 
John Murdoch, a Radical and Labor candi- 
date, who stood for the Partick Division of 
Lanarkshire, Scotland, in the recent pariia- 
mentary election.

With indignation 
he says: For every return voyage of the 
Etruria we pay to a fireman about £3 10s, 
including his food, and to a landlord, who 
may be ignorant of the very existence of this 
magnificent steamer, the sum of £206 5s, or 
actually more than is paid to all the men re- 
quired to manage the vessel, from the Pap- 
ain down to the cabin-boy.” In another 
document he goes for the Whigs and Tories 
and shows how a group of them by inter- 
marriage have grabbed all the offices in the 
State from Prime Minister down, the orig- 
inal patriarch being John, first Earl Gower, 
and his descendants being related by blood 
and marriage to the Russels, Sutherlands, 
Granvilles, Harcourts, Hartingtohs, Glad- 
stones, Grosvenors, Lornes, Churchills, etc, 
In another he says:

they may become full-grown Christian men, 
and be no longer the mere cogs and wheels in a 
landlord-made machine—Liberal or Tory. 

In still another he advocates increase of

A TAX-WAR AT ELIZABETH. 


THE FIGHT MADE BY A NEW JERSEY TOWN 
AGAINST THE SINGER COMPANY. 

New York, Dec. 22.—|Special.|—The trouble 
between the Singer Sewing-Machine Company 
and the City of Elizabeth is that the company 
holds $2,000,000 of the city’s bonds. The city 
went into bankruptcy some years ago and 
offered 6&0 ceats on the dollar to ite 
creditors, which offer was accepted by al 
except the Singer Company, who want full 
payment. The city claims $20,000 taxes on 
the Singer Company's extensive property in 
Elizabeth, but the company refuse to pay 
because of their claims against the city. A levy 
was made on a part of the machine company’s 
property and in consequence of this the works 
were shut down and the hands thrown out of 
employment. The workmen appointed a com- 
mittee to present the case to the Com- 
mon Council and seek an adjustment 
of the trouble. Monday night the Council 
passed a resolution that if the company 
would indemnify the Controller’s bond against 
loss they would consent to the withdrawal of 
the levy. The company today accepted the 
compromise offered by the city officials, and 
the locomotives and steamboats which had 
been attached were released, The factory bells 
pealed forth and the hands were summoned 
to their labor again. As full a force as had 
been at work at the time of the lockout was at 
the tables. Many of the bands live away from 
the city. Most of them, expecting the resump- 
tion of work, gathered at the gates of the fac- 
tory early, and greeted the ringing of the fac- 
tory- bells with gratefu! cheers. 

Later the committee of workmgmen appoint- 
ed to present their grievances to the Common 
Council were waited upon by the speciai com- 
mittee designated by the Council to acquaint 
them with the passage of Monday night's res- 
olution, naming the terms on which the levy 
on the company’s property would be with- 
drawn. The two committees conferred for quite 
atime, and then that of the workingmen pro- 
ceeded to the office of the company in Union 
square in this city, where the members re- 
mained in conference with President George 
R. McKenzie and Vice-President William F. 
Proctor, for three hours. The following offi- 
cial response was given by the company after 
the attitude of the Cuuncil bad been made 
known: 

To the Oommittes of Dmployes of the Singer Manu- 
facturing Company—GENTLEMEN: We are in- 
formed by you that the Committee of the Common 
Counell of the City of Elizabeth appointed at 
last evening's meeting of the Council met this 
evening, and, after a session lasting for some time, 
waited upon you and asked you to report to this 
company the following as the resoluwon of said 
committee—visz: 

First—It having been represented to the city au- 
thorities that the Singer Manufacturing Company 
is willing to give satisfactory security for the pay- 
ment of the taxes due for the year 1885, that the 
company be requested forthwith to certify to the 
committee of the City Oouncil what security it pro- 
poses to offer. 

Second—That the committee are of the opinion 
that the Controlier is an independent city officer, 
and not controlled in the matter of collecting taxes 
by action of the City Council. 

In response to the above we beg to say that this 


company is ready and willing to enter into bond to 
the Controller in which it will waive all de- 


fense against the collection of the tax that 
may arise from the mere lapse of 
time, and indemnifying him and his 


surety against any injury that may result to him or 
them from failure to collect the same at this time.

A EENTUCKY MAN AND AN OLD LOVE 
BREAK UP A CHURCH SERVICE. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 22.— Thursday of 
last week Edward Shorewater, a young mer- 
chant of Mount Washington, a village fourteen 
miles from this place, came to this city and 
was married at the Farmers’ Home Hetel 
to Miss Ida Gentry. They returned at 
once to Mount Washington to make that place 
their bome. Friday evening last Shorewater 
and wife attended a service at the Methoaist 
Church at Mount Washington. The preacher 


was lining a bymn@s they waiked in, and when 
the couple were half-way up the aisié Miss 
Mary Seigier sprang from a seat and assaulted 
Sborewater, while his territied young wife ran 
to another part of the building. 

“This man seduced me under a promise to 
marry me,“ she cried, while the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed in the little church, and, 
while striking him with her open bands, she 
continued: * He ruined me while he promised 
— — me. He isa villian not wortby of a 
Wite.“ 

During this excitement the assaulted grocer 
made no attempt to escape from the irate girl. 
nor did be rush to his wife, who fied to an- 
other part of the church. The episode broke 
up the church services, and created so much 
excitement that the minister did not attempt 
to restore order and resume the services.

New Yor, Dec. 22.— Special. -A Wash- 
ington dispatch says: The members of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee will find that Secretary 
Manning will furnish them all the facilities 
possible for the custom-hoyse investigation. 
The committee will, it is understood, be assist- 
ed by ex-Special Agent N. W. Bingham of Bos 
ton, one of the most experienced officers in 
the service, lately removed. He has frequent- 
ly been engaged in cases where charges of un- 
dervaluation were made against some of the 
New York importers. The Supervising Speciai 
Agent of the Treasury denies very emphatioal- 
ly the charge made by those who are behind 
the New York Custom- House investigations thay 
the duties of the Special Treasury Agents have 
been so arranged that they no longer constitute 
the check upon the customs officers which they 
have formerly been, and which the law contem- 
plates, Mr. Martin claims the force of Special 
Agents is more useful to the customs service 
now than ever before, more efficient, and bet- 
ter qualified to carry out their duties. Their 
missic. is to prevent frauds upon the revenue, 
and in such work they should codperate rather 
than conflict with any honest and 
efficient officers of the customs service. 
Under the last Administration there 
was such conflict between the agents and 
other officers that every effort was made by 
customs officers to have the agents withdrawn 
from some of the offices at New York and else- 
where. Under the new Administration a more 
amicable condition of affairs exists, and in 
some instances the customs officers have 
agents permanently detaiied at their offices 
Who are specially experienced and familiar with 
the work. 
HIS WIFE WAS FAITHLESS. 

George F. Murray, aged 21, a medica! student, 
whose parents live in Virginia, attempted 
suicide this morning in the apartments occu- 
pied by his unfaithful sponse at No. 26 West 
Thirteenth street. It appears that some time 
ago Murray went to Engiand ona pleasure 
tour, and while stopping at Ealing, a suburb of 
London, fell in love with und married his pres- 
ent wife, who was then only 17 years old, a 
charming young woman said to be worth 
$70,000. The wedding took place Dec. 1. Snort- 
ly after their marriage Murray and his wife* 
sailed for New York, arriving here a week 
or soago. Mrs. Murray on the trip formed 
the acquaintance of a dashing young 
man, whose name cannot de _ (learned. 
On his arriving bere Murray placed his 
wife in comfortable quarters and started for 
his bomé in Virginia to visit his parents. Dur- 
ing his absence his youthtul wife renewed the 
acquaintance formed on the steamer and be- 
gan living with the man, it is alleged, on inti- 
mate terms. On Murray’s return he sought 
bis wife and tried to get ber to leave her new- 
found love, but she refused. The injured bus- 
band then bad the coupie arrested but they 
were discharged, and Mrs. Murray went with 
lover No. 2 at the place mentioned above. 
Murray called there last night, and, obtaining 
admittance, endeavored to compe! his wife to 
Swallow a dose of laudanum. She shouted tor 
help, and on the arrival of the langlady Murray 
at opce swallowed the dose himself. He was 
arrested, and is now at St. Vincent's Hospital 
undergoing treatment. 

AMENDING GRAIN RULES. 

The call-room at the Produce Exchange was 
crowded at noon today at the meeting of mem- 
bers of the grain trade to take action upon the 
proposed amendments to the grain rules and 
regulations of inspection. The amendments to 
be considered were presented at a meeting of 
the gréin-men held ten days ago. ‘The first 
amendment provides that the inspector-in-chief 
shall exercise care over all graded grain held 
in storage; the second, that the warenouse- 
man shall undertake, at the orders of 
the inspector-in-chief,* any handimg of 
grain necessary to its preservation, and 
the expense of this bandling shali 
be assessed upon All grain of the grade so han- 
died contained in the system of warehouses of 
which it forms a part. The third amendment 
relates to the selling of postea grain and the 
buying of au equivalent grade by the owners. 
Several men participated in the discussion and 
indulged in sharp-pointed remarks. The first 
amendment was adopted. The second was lost 
alter a tumultuous discussion, and before the 
others could be considered a motion to adjourn 
was made and promptly carried. 

THE MOROSINI-HEATH SUIT. 

The negotiations pending for the settlement 
of the suit for $480,000 brought by G. P. Moro- 
sini against William Heath had made no prog- 
ress toward a settlement today, and there was 
very little prospect of their speedy ter- 
mination. W. C. Gulliver, the counsel for 
Mr. Morosini, said that no settlement bad 
been reached, but persons conversant with the 
condition of affairs asserted that the only basis 
of settlement which would be accepted by Mr. 
Morosini was payment in full of his claim, 
which is about $440,000, the original amount 
sued for having been reduced about $40,000 
by securities to that amount which have been 
recovered since the action was begun. It is 
said by prominent Wall street men that the 
money with which Heath is trying to settle 
with his creditors is furnished by bis wife, who 
promptly placed her whole fortune at his dis- 
posal upon her return from Europe, but the 
truth of this cannot be established.

THE IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Deo. 22.—The entire 
iron market is stronger under increased in- 
quiry, diminished. supply, and important or- 
ders at milis and furnaces. Special brands of 
pig-iron have been advanced 80 cents to 81 per 
ton for forge, while foundry irons are only 
slightly improved. Quite a number of orders 
for plate, tank, structural iron, and merchant 
pars have been secured under apprehensions 
of a turther advance in prices after the holi- 
days. The feeling is decidedly stronger, and 
manufacturers of all kinds are in receipt of 
inquiries and orders which justify them in 
holding at outside prices. No very large orders 
for steel rails have been placed during the 
week, but there are inquiries for January, 
closing at $34.50. Large supplies of old rails 
are called for at $20, with asking “prices at 
$20.50 to $21. The output of nails is increas- 
ing; quotations are $2.50 to $2.60. 


MURDER AND ROBBERY. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 22.—/[Special.|—Martia 
Thorpe, cashier of the Crystal Plate-Glass Com- 
pany at Crystal City, Mo., thirty miles Gown 
the river, was murdered and robbed last night. 
The crime has created intense excitement in 
Jefferson County, and every effort is being 
made to obtain some clew to the assasins. The 
murdered man was last seen Sunday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock, and it is presumed that he was on 
his way home from the Village of Festus, a 
mile distant, when he was set upon and killed 
for the purpose of robbery. Thorpe was in the 
habit of carrying considerable money on his 
person, and this is supposed to have been the 
exciting cause of the murder. The deceased 
lelt a wife and child in Bethiehem, Pa.

Because we love the 
Nation, liberty, and Union,“ said he, we 
drink tonight in sorrow, but with gratitude, to 
the memory of Ulysses S. Grant.” During the 
eveniig a congratulatory telegram was re-

THE BROOKLYN DINNER, 


The sixth annual dinner ot the New England 
Society of Brooklyn took place last evening 
and was attended by many distinguished men, 
including Benjamin D. Silliman, President of 
the society; President Porter of Tale, Stewart 
L. Woodford, the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, 
George William Curtis, Mayor Low, Gen. Slo- 
cum, and William Waldorf Astor. The courses 
were served rapidiy,and the dessert disap- 
peared before 8:30 o'clock. At that hour the 
President rapped for order, and after congrat- 
ulating the society upon its prosperity and the 
large number of distinguished guests who had 
honored it by their presence at the 
dinner proposed the first toast. The Presi- 
dent of the United States.“ President Silli- 
man then spoke of the ioss which the society 
had sustained in the death of Gen. Grant, who 
had often been present at their feasts. He 
spoke in praise of the quiet heroism of the 
General’s last days, and called upon Albert R. 
Lamb to read an address sent to Gen. Grant in 
his illness by the society, and then proposed 
the toast to his memory. It was drank stana- 
ing and in silence, and when all had resumed 
their seats society was called upon to 
pledge ** The day we bonor and listen to the 
response of Mr. Beecher. Mr. Beecher said 
that he was not going to speak of the Puritan 
as an historical man, and added: 

There were Puritansin the world long before 
there was any Christianity developed. It is a name 
that designates a certain conformation of mind— 
not culture aione—a man who has predominating 
in his constitution the moral sense, who draws a 
clear line between right and wrong and loves the 
right, who draws a clear line between virtue and 
vice, between liberty and oppression. Not only 
in the North are the Puritans to be found. 
There were a great many Puritans in Georgia, 
in Alabama, and North Carolina, and I think there 
were some in South Carolina and all the way 
through the South. Ihave no doubt there were a 
multitude of men there who thought they were up- 
holding the cause of liberty, and they gave them- 
selves to uphoiding that cause as I almost think no 
other people did on the face of the earth. When I 
see what the South dared and strove to do, and saw 
everything passing away from r sons 
slaughtered, their families of wealth growing 
poor, everything that could make their 
land attractive disappearing, yet struggled 
on and struggled to the last. I say that there was 
a heroism there that when party lines are effaced 
and party feelings have gone down the bistorian 
will delight to celebrates |Applause.] They acted 
under false lights, but they acted nobly in this 
sphere. In the presence of my fellow-citizens of 
the North, 1 wish to pay this tribute to my fellow- 
countrymen of the South. 

In ciosing his remarks Mr. Beecher, after re- 
ferring to Gen, Grant as a typical Puritan, 
said: 

We are here as witnesses of h‘s life, of his fidel- 
ity, and, more marvelous than all, his was the life 
not alone of a hero, standing as the peer of Wel- 
lington in the world’s history; but to him belonged 
the glory of the tragedies of life, for after having 
achieved the greatest work in our land of any 
American there came upon him pangs 
that no battlefield could ever have wrought, 
there came heart-crushing desolation and mis- 
eries upon him, and yet he maintained in the 
last great struggle against adversity that cut into 
his very soul that same manhood and that sublime 
heroism that had walked with him through all the 
dark ways of life. He has gone from us, but his 
memory will be precious as long as the world en- 
dures. |Applause.) 

President Porter of Yale College spoke for 
„The Coileges of New England.“ He said the 
Puritan believed in truthfulness, and added: 

I wil! concede that he was narrow in his theo- 
logical conceptions, but from the beginning onward 
to this time there has ever burned on the altar of 
the New England college the conviction that truth 
must be established by Providence.. 

Senator Frye Maine responded to the 
toast The North State.” In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Frye said: 

You have today carrying the American flag in the 

foreign trade 373 ships, and 253 of them were built 
on the coast of Maine. When you hear in New 
York talk of the beauty of admitting foreign- 
built ships to American registry: when you 
find an Administration or a portion of an - 
ministration which breaks down such a man as 
John Roach, the leading shipbuilder of the Re- 
public, I ask you to consider whether or not, in the 
hour of peril, you may not need these same ship- 
yards. 
Speeches were alse made by George William 
Curtis, Mayor Low, Mayor-elect Whitney, and 
others, after which the Doxology was sung 
and the New-Englanders returned to their 
homes.

The 
Judge rendered his decision yesterday in favor 
of the Erie Company as above stated. 


THE SONORA BOND CASE. 

Boston, Mass., Vec. 22.—The following dis- 
patch bas teen received at the office of the 
Atchisoa, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad in this 
city from the general council of the company 
at Kansas City: 

The injunction in the Sonora bond case has been 
suspended by order of the Sapreme Court of Kan- 
sas. January Coupons can be paid. 

This allows the coupons to be paid regulariv, 
without any contempt ot court, and they will 
be paid by the Natmoval Revere Bank when 
due. The further hearing of the case will come 
up some time next month. President Strong 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Road, who 
bas been in California of late, left for Kansas 
City yesterday and will look after the interests 
of the Sonora bondholders when tne injunction 
case Comes up. 


BOYCOTTING THE TICK ET-SCALPERS. 

New Yor, Dec. 22.—)/Special.|—The war 
which has been inaugurated between the. pas- 
senger agents of the trunk lines ana the rail- 
road ticket-scalpers has assumed such propor- 
portions that tne contestants have abandoned 
hope of a compromise. Commissioner Pierson 
thus explains the situation: “ We have decided 
to boyoott the scalpers as a measure of seit- 
protection. All we have to do is to refuse to 
gell them tickets. We can easily shut off their 
supply at the ends of the great lines.“ At the 
Office of one of the independent ticket-agents 
the man in charge said: I do not think that 
the boycotting movement against the so-calied 
scalpers throughout the country will amount 
to much.” 


THE CHICAGO AND OHIO RIVER POOL. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 22.—([Special.}—A 
general passenger agent of one of the roads 
which is a member of the Chicago and Onto 
River pool tonight that at no time 
since the pool was organized have passenger 
rates been so demoralized as now.

It 
was made in England in 1835 by George Ste- 
pheuson and sent to this country. It is the 
original copy sent to American machinists, 
and from which the present magnificent Amer- 
ican locomotive bas been evoluted. It was 
presented to the museum by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. The Baltimore & Ohio 
Road had an engine in use before the arrival 
of the John Bull,“ but ite species was not 
perpet uated.

From ail corners of the world we are bearing 
of railroads projected, surveyed, or in course 
of building. In Venezuela, for instance, eight 
or — different lines of greater or less extent 
are under contract, surveys are in a. ape 
grading and track-laying are considerably ad- 
vanced on two lines, and are soon to commence 
on others. Portugal bas granted a concession 
for a railroad from Delagoa Bay in Bast Africa 
to the Transvaal border to connect with the 
Transvaal Railroad, which, it is reported, will 
be built by German capital. The more pro- 
gressive among the Boers say they must have 
railroad convection with the sea. To its rail- 
roads is largely due the fact that South Africa 
now stands tenth on the list of the chief for- 
eign nations dealing with England. 

It is in the Oriental world, however, that new 
railroad schemes are most rapidly advancing, 
The King of Siam is eager to connect his cap- 
ital with the Chinese frontier by rail, and bas 
promised to build this road if the Indian Gov- 
ernment will build a road throngh Burmah to 
meet the Siamese system at the frontier. The 
leading Chambers of Commerce in Great Brit- 
ain sent agents to upon the feasibility 
of this project, ana Messrs. Hallett and Colqu- 
houn bave returned home with enthusiastic 
indorsements of the scheme. In China the 
powerful Viceroy Li Hung Chang has for some 
time been urging the need of railroads and 
telegraphs. His influence, aided by the sup- 
port of other able statesmen, has already given 
to Chine over 3,000 miles of telegraphs, manned 
by Chinese operaters, and the little nine-mile 
railroad near Tien-Tsin, and is paving the way 
for railroad schemes that, it is believed, will in 
the course of time reach a large development 
in China. The railroad that ig to connect the 
chief towns of Siberia is slowly advancing ecast- 
ward, and surveys for projected lines are in 
progress in Asia Minor, the Euphrates Valley, 
and Persia. 

The development of some of these projects 
will be the work of many years, and some of 
them will doubtless utterly fail. Yet it is one 
of the most significant signs of the times that 
these echemes bave entered so largely into tne 
purposes and ambitions of the commercial 
world. . : 
NOTES. 

Arbitrator Wilson tried a case yesterday 
brought by the Alton against the Wabash for 
violation of the Chicago, St. Louis. and Mis- 
souri River Passenger Association.

Vice-President and General-Manager 8. R. 
Callaway of the Union Pacifie Railway Com- 
pany arrived here yesterday from Boston, 
where be had a conference with the directors 
of his road. Mr. Callaway says there is no 
truth whatever in the report that he is to drop 
the General Managership of his company and 
devote his attention solely to the duties of 
Vice-President. He says as far as he knows 
there will be no change whatever in the man- 
agement of his company, and the present ar- 
rangements are entirely satisfactory. 


The General Freight Agents of the roads 
between Chicago and the Missouri River held a 
meeting yesterday to perfect details of the 
agreement regulating the issue of free or re- 
duced transportation to manufacturmg and 
business interests on account of business, 
recently adopted by the General Managers. 
The principal matter about which there was a 
dispute was the granting of reduced transpor- 
tation to certain manufacturing interests. It 
was finally decided that the matter should be 
arranged by the General Freight agents of the 
roads at the various business centres as they 
may consider best for their interests. 

General Freight Agent Sage of the Rock 
Island notified connections that when it is de- 
sired to have a car stopped en route to finish 
loading or partly unload, application for such 
stop must be made to the General Freight 
Agent's office; when such stop is authorized 
the charge for same will be $8 per car for hve 
stock and $5 per car on all other freight. Cars 
containing grain loaded at Rock Island Rall- 
road stations may be stopped to be cleaned or 
shelled (for which $2 will be charged) without 
obtaining special order from general freight 
office; but when billed from stations on con- 
necting lines authority for stops must always 
first be obtained. In way-billing car-loads to 
be stopped, billing agents must enter on way- 
bills proper charges for stoppage, and agents 
and trainmen must be governed by instruc 
tions given in circular of May 14, 1884.

THE MINNEAPOLIS WHEAT 
WISCONSIN FIGURES—GRAIN

MinweaPorts, Minn., Dec. 22.— |Special. |— 
There were 1,017 sidetracked cars of wheat 
here today; on side-track outside on the Oma- 
ha Road, xty-eight; in moving trains and due 
in twenty-four hours, twenty-eight, making 
the total number in sight 1,218 cars, against 
1.294 yesterday. The 196 cars beaded to Min- 
neapolis this morning are thirty-one more than 
yesterday, the increase being on the Omaha 
Road. The movement for the remainder of 
the week can be approximated only, but those 
best informed are counting on a decrease. 
Farmers’ deliveries of wheat continue light in 
the country through ali sections of Minnesota 
and Dakota. The weather and country roads 
are getting more favorable för a farmers’ 
movement. Some wheat is now gomg from 


country points for Southern millers. A lot of 
50,000 bushels has just been taken from the 
Minneapolis Road for millimg in Iowa. This 
morning sixteen milis were at work in Minne- 
apolis reducing wheat to flour with a capacity 
of 24,000 barrels in twenty-four hours. The 
actual output will fall below this some 5,000 
barrels, or to about 19,000 for the day. 
Each week the milis run at this 
rate reduces the stock of wheat 510,000 bush-

MR. PRUSSING’S TESTIMONY ADMITTED AND

Mr. Prussing—I neither affirm nor deny it. I 
simply do not know. 

Judge Shepard—Do you believe in any fut- 
ure state of existence in which you may be 
punisbed for the sins or crimes committed in 
this worid? 

Mr. Prussing—I simply do not know any- 
thing about it. 

Judge Longenecker, for the prosecution—Do 
you consider the oath required of you binding 
on your conscience? 

Mr. Prussing—I do most certainly. 

Defendant's counsei—What is the. test by 
which you feel your conscience bound? 

Mr. Prussing—Because the oath is prescribed 
by law and the statutes of the State. None 
other. 

Then after some talk by Judge Longonecker 
Mr. Prussing requested permission to address 
the court in his own behalf. He said that he 
had no doubt but that under the old Const. 
tution of 1848 atheists and any but Christians 
were not competent as witnesses. The Su- 
preme Court so decided. But ne held that the 
Bi of Rights in the Constitution of 1870 
changed this, and the Supreme Court of II- 
nois not having passed upon the subject since 
1870, that the decisions of the Supreme Court 
of Virginia must be followed, as their Consti- 
tution is the same on this point as that of Lili- 
nois. The Virginia court decided that atheists 
can testify, and that ther evidence ig equally 
good in law. 5 

In 1888,“ said be, Robert G. Ingersoll was 
the chief law officer of the State of lilinois—its 
Attorney-General. He made the remark that 
if he was the sole witness of a most diabolical 
murder the assasin would go uphung and un- 
punished because, under the laws of the State, 
its Attorney-General would not be competent 
as a.witness because he did not believe in a 
God. The effect of this remark and the wide 
discussion which followed was seen in the Con- 
stitution of 1870, and the biot was forever 
effaced from the statues of this State. The 
Bill of Rights in the Constitution of 1870 says: 
And no person shail be denied any civil or 
political right, privilege, or capacity on ac- 
count of nis religious opinions.“ In his 
capacity as a witness be claimed ne was pro- 
tected by the Constitution, and sugwested that 
it would be very proper for the court to admit 
his testimony 80 as to get the case into the Su- 


preme Court. 


Mr. Dikeman, for the defense, held to the 


former rulings of the Supreme Court, and said 
it was common law that unbelief in God dis- 
qualified a man from testifying, and that this 
could not be overridden. 

Judge Shepard decided to admit Prussing’s 
testimony, and said he believed the Uonstitu- 
tion of 1870 changed the law so that the very 
large body of free-thinkers would be made 
competent to testify merely by taking asolemn 
affirmation, the penaities for perjury applying 
to it as well as where the oath is taken. 

Prussing then took the statutory oath, in- 
ciading the swear by the living God,” and 
go help me God.”

The case was con- 
cluded in the afternoon, and the jury, after 
being out a few minutes, returned a verdict 
of guilty with a sentence of two years’ im- 
prisonment.

A bridge is now needed at Laurel 
street and the property-owners in question 
were notified yesterday to construct it.

KANSAS CITY PREPARING TO EXTEND HER 
BOUNDARIES. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 22.—-[Specia).]|—The 
Supreme Court at Jefferson City has rendered 
a decision which sustains the law authorizing 
cities of a population exceeding 20,000 and not 
more than 250,000 to extend their limits. Now 
that the constitutionality of the act has been 
established beyond all possible controversy 
but little remains to be done by Kansas City 
to complete the reorganization and give to 
newly-acquired territory the same Govern- 
ment and privileges as that within the old 
limits. It has been décided to divide the city 
into ten wards, and an ordinance fixing the 
boundaries of these wards is now receiving 
publication. The term for which the publica- 
tion is required to coutinue will expire Mon- 
day. Jan. 5. That evening a regular meeting 
of the Council will be held, and the ordinance 
may then be finally passed and become a law. 
About all that then remains to be done w for 
the Council to establish precincts in the va- 
rious wards.

The father was a crippie, having lost a leg by 
a railroad accident, and in bis healthful days 
was incapable of doing much more than earn 
a bare living. The small cottare and the lot it 
stands on is owned by the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad, and the Hayses paid $12 a month for 
it, a very high rent for the locality. The boy 
who has been the bread-winner for the family 
for a year past is a sickly little fellow, with 
scarce sufficient clothing to cover bis form, 
but who bas bravely ventured out in all sorts 
of weather to sell bis load of planing-mill ref- 
use, from the profits on which he has paid 
rent and fed the family, besides purchasing 
fodder forthe horse. Last Monday Mrs. Hays 
made application to the Relief and Aid Society 
for a sum sufficient to bury her dead, but was 
referred to the County Agent. Here she met 
with a proposal to allow the county to take 
charge of the body and bury it, but the poor 
woman desired to attend to the last arrange- 
ments herself and accompany the body to the 
grave, but she alloges she was informed that 
this was impossible unless she had a carriage. 
She again sought the Relief and Aid Society and 
obtained a promise that if the county would 
furnish a coffin and a space for a grave the Aid 
Society would provide a carriage and 
hearse. Today the funeral will eccur 
and the united efforts of two great 
charitics will enable the woman and 
her children to follow the busband and father 
to his last resting plate. After the husband 
was compelied to quit work, the neighbors fre- 
quently assisted the family in a smail way.

Today's issue of your paper contains an ed- 
itorial which ought to arouse workingmen from 
their sleepy stupor. Codperatiog is a giant 
lever which raises the working masses to a 
higber plane Wherever it nas been tried. I re- 
spectfully call your attention to the fact that 
we cannot organize properly under our pres- 
ent laws.

There was a 
sbarp decline in Erie second consols on 
sales of only $259,000. Stocks were extremely 
dull this forenoon, the total sales for the firat 
two hours amounting to less than 100,000 
shares. Later, on reports of probable ship- 
ments of gold to Europe, the market became. 
more active and weak, and as news in 
regard to foreign exchange was circulated 
the disposition to sell increased, resulting 
in an increase in the day's operations of over 
100,000 shares as compared with yesterday, the 
sales today amounting to 388,170 shares.

Inquiry at the 
offices of the leading dealers in 
foreign exchange, including. those who were 
reported to have arranged to export consider- 
able quantities of gold, elicited the fact that 
probably no gold will go forward before Sat- 
urday next, and that the shipment then is con- 
tingent upon the maintenance of the advance 
in rate for sterling exchange. At the house of 
Brown Brothers & Co. it was stated this even- 
ing that they would probably. ship $1,000,000 
Saturday, but nothing definit was yet known. 
Other prominent banking-houses think the ad- 
vance in foreign exchange rates has been ab- 
normally rapid, and that it is still quite prob- 
lematical as to how large the shipments may 
be. When the Bank of England ad- 
vanced its rate of discount Thursday 
last, the posted rutes here for foreign exchange 
were 481% for sixty day bills and 488 for de- 
mand. Last eveving they bad advanced to 
486 and 489% respectively and today there 
were two advances of a half each, making the 
rate tonight 487 and 490 respectively. With 
the ruling rate of money in London and New 
York dealers in exchange say that gold can be 
shipped without loss at 4894. The question 
as to the amount of gold that will be exported 
in the near future, they say, is largely de- 
pendent upon the security bills that may be 
offered. The advance has been stimulated to 
some extent by the approaching settlements to 
be made at the end of the year. 

The absorbing topic of interest in Wall street 
today bas been the advance in the rates of for- 
eign exchange, the quotation for demand ster- 
ling bills reaching the point at which ship- 
ments can be made at a profit—490", for posted 
rates and 489% for actual business. There was 
an engagement for $100,000 goid this afternoon 
for shipment Saturday, and it is generally be- 
lieved that further shipments will be made. 
The immediate cause for this advance bas been 
the advance in the Bank of Eagiand rate of 
discount last week, but a more direct and po- 
tential cause is to be found in the ex- 
tremely light shipment of grain to 
Europe, especially wheat, while the vie- 
ible supply of wheat in this country 
is far in excess of previous years. Merchants 
who are familiar with the subject also say that 
a considerable quantity of cotton was sold last 
July by the plantcrs, deliverable in ninety 
days, and that when deliveriés were made 
there was a considerable advance in the price 
of spot cotton, which gave considerable dissat- 
isfaction to the planters and ied them to hold 
the stock then on hand for higher prices, re- 
sulting in a limited amount of cotton bills on 
the market at present. It is claimed, however, 
that this will, have the effect of steadying the 
market throughout the winter, as shipments 
of cotton will de made continuously in mod 
erate amounts. The rates for sterling bills are 
now about the same as they were at the time 
shipments were made in April and May, 1884. 
A break in the price of wheat, it is generally 
conceded, would lead to the substitution of 
wheat for gold in the future settlement of our 
trade balances with Europe.

The leading produce markets were very irregular 
yesterday, though nearly all were slow except 
wheat, Foreign advices noted little change, ex- 
cept that the quotation for corn in Liverpool was 
put back to that of Saturday, the figure of Monday 
being probably a mistake. The weather here was 
mild and supposed to be not favorable to an active 
movement of grain from first hands, but the news 
that a big lot of gold is about to be exported was a 
very weakening fact, and the hol day feeling pre- 
dominatea over most other considerations. The 
Board of Trade decided to hold no session next 
Saturday, which gives an adjournment over from 
Tbursday afternoon to Monday morning. 

Provisions were tirmer. The receipts of hogs 
were much smaller, and this caused the product to 
sell up atthe opening, but it eased back for want 
of support, and weakened but little in the after- 
noon when wheat was breaking. Most of the trad- 
ing was done during the last falf-bour. Pork sold 
10c higher, to $9.95 for February,and receded to $9.85 
bid at the close, with May at $10.20 bid. Lard sold a 
shade higher, at $6.05 for February, and closed at 
$6.0214 asked, with May at $6.25. Ribs were little 
better than nominal, closing 24¢c lower, at $4.85 
for February. Cash sales were reported of 1,100 
tes lard at $5.95; 25.000 Ibs green hams (16 lbs) at 
$6.95; 75,000 ibs green shoulders at 3M e: and 50,000 
lbs Gry salted do at country point at 33¢c loose. 

Flour was dull aud firm, the market being over 
by the time that the weakness in wheat began. 
Sales were reported of 375 bris and 1,200 sacks, 
equal to a total of 1,215 bris, at $2.75 for low grades 
and the rest on private terms. 

Wheat was more active than had been expected 
by the majority of the trade. Our receipts were 
larger, and public advices from England said 
“slow and easier.“ But private cables noted that 
sellers were less anxious, and the visible supply on 
this side seemed to be on the turn, the smaller in- 
crease of last week promising to be followed by a 
decrease, as the deliveries by farmers in the North- 
west are growing light. Also; it was said that the 
millers are receiving more orders for flour. As a 
consequence there was a much better demand 
here, the buying being led by Young, Kershaw, 
Baker, and Hutchinson, and the market received a 
set-back on the news that the folks in New York 
had refused by vote to accept the prop- 
osition that the elevators there shall 
guarantee the quality of the wheat in 
elevator there. The news of gold exports and the 
weakness in stocks, with an intimation that Minne- 
apolis had been been a seller here through Mul- 
waukee, caused a regular stampede of selling to- 
wards the close, chiefly done on New York orders

moderately active. There was no change to note 
in groceries. The holiday trade is about over, and 
the market. ruled quiet. Hay was weak for lowa 
prairie and:steady for timothy, with a fair demand 
for shipment. 

No new features were presented in the dry-goods 
market. The steady demand of last week has 
given way to the quiet trading peculiar to the last 
two weeks of the year. The business of the month 
so far has deen very good and above the average 
of the last two or three years, and it now remains 
to be seen what the whole twelvemonth has been 
as compared with its immediate predecessors. 

Yésterday’s report of cora inspection into store 
in this city displayed a curious fact. The receipts 
on the Burlington Road were 259 cars, of which 228 
cars, or 90 per cent, passed into the speculative 
grades. The receipts by all the other lines aggre- 
gated 442 cars, of which 36, or only 8 per cent, 
passed into the speculative grades. Naturally 
euough the contrast excited some comment; indeed, 
we may say a good deal of it. When it is remem- 
bered that some of the other lines draw their corn 
from substantially the same territory as that which 
furnishes the bulk of the receipts over the Buriing- 
ton it is difficult to understand that the inspection 
is uniform. In any event the fact invites an at- 
tempt at explanation. 

The Fulton and St. Paul elevators in this city are 
now full. The grain from the roads which have 
supplied those houses will now bave to be sent to 
the Pacific elevators, which have yet room for 
about 800,000 bu. 

A count of noses. bas resulted in the estimate 
that the Minneapolis millers now hold avout 16,- 
000,000 bu wheat, in grain and promises to deliver 
it when wanted. In the expressive language of 
the scalpers, that total includes both wheat and 
wind. 

The two latest Presidential tickets that have been 
evolved by the fertile brains on Change are Ro- 
gan-Hogan and Teufel-Schoeneman. . 

The stocks of wheat and flour in the United King- 
dom are unofficially stated to be about 10,000,000 bu 
greater than those of a year ago, but not markedly 
different in volume from those of Oct. llast. They 
seem to have plenty of stuff over there, and yes- 
terday’s advices were to the effect that Indian 
wheat was again being offered very freely at lower 
prices than are asked for equivalent —— of 
American. 

Crosby yesterday telegraphed his correspondents 
very bullishly with regard to wheat. Iowa millers 
are better buyers, there is a better feeling in flour 
in Minneapolis, receipts in the Northwest are fall- 
ing of and will soon be almost nothing, while Du- 
luth is now shipping to Minneapolis. Irwin-Green’s 
letter was almost equally strong in tone, and those 
of some other houses spoke of the situation as be- 
ing Gecidedly more hopefel for the ball side. The 
later developments showed tnat the reasoning did 
not hold good for the same day, however it may be 
with the future. Some four orders from Glasgow 
were received here yesterday, being the first in 
some weeks past.
